The  most  densely  and  uni¬ 
formly  spotted  of  any  of  these  spotted 
Lilies,  true  Martagon,  tightly  reflexed, 
deep  cadmium  orarge  with  reverse  same 
color  but  duller,  with  dots  showing 
through  prominently  on  edges,  promin¬ 
ently  ridged  in  throat,  green  at  base,  spot¬ 
ted  black  in  thi'oat,  becoming  more  red 
outward  and  covering  the  petals  nearly 
or  quite  to  the  tip.  Anthers  purplish  red, 
pollen  mars  orange;  5  to  6  feet. 

Douglas  Ingram.  True  Martagon  in  po¬ 
sition  and  strongly  reflexed,  oranee  red, 
clear  deep  cadmium  toward  throat  with 


an  overlay  of  dull  red  outwardly  over- 
distal  third  of  petal  which  is  nearly  or 
quite  free  of  spots,  the  throat  moderately 
ridged  with  faint  tinge  of  purple  on 
edges,  pollen  cadmium  yellow’.  3  to  4  feet. 

Sacajaioea.  This  variety  differs  from 
Kulshan  in  glossy  foliage  and  petals  more 
pronouncedly  red-spotted  instead  of 
black.  In  stature  it  is  similar  to  Star  of 
Oregon,  but  spots  do  not  coalesce  so  much 
and  are  different.  Orange  with  flush  of 
red.  6  to  7  feet. 

Star  of  Oregon.  True  Martagon,  re¬ 
flexed,  cadmium  orange,  throat  broad 
ridged,  green  at  base,  spots  extending 
over  entire  petal,  black  in  throat,  anthers 
purplish,  pollen  orange.  6  to  7  feet.
